‘Men of Every Canadian Unit Pay 


Tribute to Men Who Died At Vimy 


3y MARGARET ECKER 

VIMY RIDG E, France (CP) 
Canadians today paid tribute this 
28th anniversary of the capture 
of Vimy Ridge to the men who 
captured that 500-foot headland 
on the plains of Flanders in the 
First Great War. 

It was April 9, 1917, that 
troops of the Canadian Corps of 
the British 1st Army went over 
the top to capture the ridge 
which gave the Allies one im 
portant position on the plain 
where the victory’ was launched 
against the Germans a year 
later. 

Today, in the midst of another 
victory drive against the same 
enemy, a handfyl of Canadian 
soldiers of the other war, along 
with warriors of the new Cana 
dian Army, paid their homage 
before thé Vimy Ridge Memorial 

The spirit of the anniversary 
was summed up by Gen. Crerar, 
commander of the Ist Canadian 
Army, as he stood at the foot of 
the huge monument which was 
recaptured last Sept. 1 without 
a shot being fired in the swift 
British 2nd Army drive through 
northern France,

OTTAWA (CP)—Prospects of 
a Canadian delegation to the San 
Francisco conference on an inter- 
national organization moving off 
next week without Prime Minister

view is needed about what should go into 
| the organic charter. Mr. Sumner Welles and

It happens that our differences have 
come to a head over the question of what) 
the charter should do about colorilal affairs.

do not presume to legislate or fix policy on

HENEVER WE HAVE departed from 

this conception of what is the- province 
of a constitution, as for example in the pro- 
hibition amendment, or in the state constitu- 
tions which contain detailed provisions on 
innumerable subjects, we have regretted it 

An organic law determines who shall dea] 
with issues that will arise in the future and 
| what are-his. powers. It should not attempt 
to tell him what he must decidé about these 
issues. To argue that the San Francisco con 
ference should try_to find remedies for con- 
ditions which menace the peace of the world 
is tantamount to saying that that particular 
iméeting in San Francisco can and should 
now do the hardest part of the wogk which 
the international organization is intended to 
do. This is, I submit, a deep fallacy which 
can only raise false expectations. 

The San Francisco conference will have 
done much if it creates international organs 
of consultation and compacts to agree to de 
cide on common action. If it attempts to do 
more than that, it will be attempting to in 
corporate contemporary opinions into a char- 
ter that is meant to endure. Then it will be 
saying that the delegates at San Francisco 
are better able to decide what will be good 


the years to come attend the general assem- | 
bly and the security council that they are | 
creating. I do not believe the San Francisco | 
conférence will have that much prophetic | 
wisdom available in the six or eight weeks | 
after April 24. 

Mr. Welles is an ardent spokesman of 
those who hold that the way to promote in- 
ternational morality is to promulgate inter 
national codes of morals to which all govern- 
ments are then invited, on penalty of being 
branded immoral, to subscribe. I do not be- 
lieve that this is the best way to promote in- 
ternational morality. It ‘inflates the moral 
| currency and, therefore, impairs its value, | 
its dignity, and its authority. A modest} 
pledge which-can-be-and will be carried out | 
does more to promote morality than gran- 


diose universal pledges that governments 
cannot observe literally, or will not observe | 
faithfully. 


E ARE WRITING a contarct which, we 

hope, can be and will be carried out. We} 
are drafting articles of association for over 
| 40 nations who do not have a common cul- 
ture, a common religion, or a common un 
derstanding of general ideas. If we can get | 
them to agree to meet, to confer in an 
orderly and regular way, and to act together | 
in-certain- matters, we shall have the first | 
beginnings of an ordered world. But if we 
try to write into these articles of association 
the “moral--code..which we, in the United 
States believe to be universally Tight; we 
shall quickly discover that governments and 


peoples, who think quite as well of them. | 
selves as we do of ourselves, do not regard | 


our ideas as universal, or interpret them | 
universally as we do. 

The general acceptance of a universal 
code of international morality is the end we 
are seeking to attain,

OTTAWA (CP)—The Domin 
fon Bureau of Statistics reported 
Monday commerial failures re 
ceded last year to the lowest 
point on record, reflecting the 
“prosperous condition” of indus 
trial] enterprise 

Assignments; at 218 were less 
in 1944 than in any other year 
since the statistics were first 
collected shortly after the end 
of the First Great War. In 1943 
there were 314 assignments, 
while in 1939, last peacetime year, 
they numbered 1,392.

KAFFIR WOMEN FEAR 
TO SPEAK NAMES 
OF HUSBANDS’ KIN 


Many white persons live in the 
| southern part of Africa, but it 
also has negroes. Among the 
negroes are the Kaffirs, who in- 
habit Swaziland, the Transvaal 
| and other sections. They do not 
always get along with the white 
settlers, who accuse them of 
stealing cattle. 

The Kaffirs are among the 
very tall people of the world. 
They have wooly hair and brown 
skins. 

Huts of beehive shape serve as 
homes of the Kaffirs, and it is 
a custom to build the huts in 
large circles. Inside each ring. of 
huts is a grazing ground or pas- 
ture for cattle and sheep. Such 
a group of huts is known as a 
“kraal.” 

The huts haye wicker-work 
frames and are thatched with 
reeds and long, dry grass. In 
some cases a hut is eight feet 
high at: the centre, and from 20 
to 25 feet wide.
